Oedipus lived as king of the city and married his mother. His arrogance increased 
day after day because of his excessive pride in his people and the stature of his people 
with him Oedipus is very proud, his manners are very confident, and he is not afraid 
to show off his confidence People showed Oedipus that they believed he could do 
anything and make him famous Oedipus defeated the Sphinx and became the king of 
the city.

Oedipus the king is one of the most famous plays. The play tells the story of a king 
named Oedipus, Oedipus is the son of Laius and Jocasta is the king and queen of 
Thebes. When they got married, they spent several years without having children. The 
parents decided to take the opinion of the Sphinx about the problem of not having 
children. Then the priest predicted that their son would kill his father and marry his

Oedipus first shows his arrogance by not resolving 
the confrontation he faced peacefully, knowing that the prophet had predicted Oedipus 
would kill his father Second, Oedipus showed his blatant arrogance once again by 
ignoring the prophets ’warning of incest when he“ received the throne of Thebes and 
the hand of the widowed queen, his mother, Jocasta ”. Once Oedipus realizes how 
ruinous his arrogance is, he is so sad that he forces himself to never see again by 
gouging out his eyes. Arrogance is a recurring theme during Greek tragedies. Oedipus 
is no exception. In Oedipus the King Oedipus is a tragic hero because he suffers from 
an enormous reversal in his fortune, all because of the mistakes he made due to his 
tragic flaws of anger and arrogance. Oedipus’ reflection in wealth is his descent from 


the great king of Thebes, to a poor and pathetic outcast.
